STATEMENT TO 
MR DULLES | 


. Washington, Dec, 10. - 
’ The British Prime Minister, Sir Winston 
Churchill, told President Eisenhower and other 
American officials in Bermuda that his Conserva- 
tive government would fall if it attempted a 
further compromise. with Egypt over the evacua- 
tion of British troops from the Suez Canal Zone.. 
This was disclosed today by informants who 
said the information was given to the Egyptian 
Ambassador, Ahmed Hussein, here by the Secre- 
tary of State, Mr John Foster Dulles, during a 
-half-hour meeting between the two at the .State 
Department this afternoon. | 
After talking with Mr Dulles, Mr Hussein had a 
half-hour meeting with the Assistant.Secretary of State 
for Middle East affairs, Mr Henry Byrodde, who also

DOMINANT ROLE 


Once of the elements expected 
to play a dominant role !n the 
forthcoming councll ‘discussions 
js the view now widely held 
in Europe that there is no 
immediate danger of Sovict 
aggression. With this in mind, 
observers here 
the original purposes of ‘the 
Atlantic community—to pave 
the way towards closer politl- 
eal collaboration of the states 
involved-—might now be. closer 
ito realisation.

Mr Justice Gould said the

Mr J. W. D. Hobley, Crown 
Counsel, told the Court that it 
was in appellont’s . favour that 
the two fights In which he was 
involved had been started’ by the 
complainant, but that was still 
no'excuse for’ the appellant to 
use a weapon, ° :
